Red-Letter Days. - 


Do we appreciate and observe as we 


ought what Longfellow, in his recent 


sonnet, calls “ the holiest of holidays ” 
—the “‘anniversaries of the heart”? ? Do 
we, in our average lives, make enough 
of occasions, in the way of celebrating 
and perpetuating the memories of great 
blessings, mercies and joys that have 
come to us? The spontaneous and un- 
expected good times, with their result- 
ant happiness, need lose none of their 
freshness and zest, by the more forma! 
recognition which we accord to the 
“ Red-Letter Days” as their anniver- 
saries occur. 

First comes Thanksgiving, when the 
nation says Grace, prays for Mercy, and 
celebrates Peace,—or should doso. It 
is a custom that should become more 
truly national, now that the sections of 
our country are knitted more closely to- 
gether ; for it is based on the noblest of 
sentiments—gratitude to God—and is 
characterized by the most heaven-like 
happiness: that which springs from 
family love. But the intelligent and 
truly reverent heart would as soon think 
of confining its thoughts of God to the 
Sunday worship, as of concentrating its 
thanksgiving into this one public occas- 
ion. There ought to be special praise 
for special blessing, and the heart should 
proclaim its own anniversaries. 

The average life is not so rich in what 
the forerunner of the old Puritans 
called “ crowning mercies,” that we can 
afford to make all days that are past 
alike common, and think no more of 
them than of the sunshine or showers— 
the leaves or the fruit—of a dead year. 
There is, or ought to be, some “ days of 
days,” that shed sunlight upon our path, 
gave germination to our nobler purposes, 
or brought fruition to our hopes, which 
should stand to us as the Saint’? Days 
do to the church, or the Holiday Festi- 


| vals to the world. 


_ In this way the just complaint that 
as people we do not have enough holi- 
days could be adequately met. The 
mere stopping of all the ordinary avoca- 
tions of the people, and wandering aim- 
lessly free, without any underlying or 
animating sentiment, may or may not 
conduce ‘to the genernl happiness. 
Much of the vacuity and restlessness 
observable upon such occasions, and ‘ 
which has been said to make an Ameri- 
ean holiday a most melancholy occasion, 
is doubtless due to this lack of personal 
interest. It is hard to crowd happiness 
upon people in the mass. They must 
carry the happy heart into their festiv- 
ities, or they cannot hope to find it 
there. 

But though a legal warrant for pleas- 
ure may fail, a natural expression of 
the emotion can hardly do so. The 
wedding anniversary of a couple who 
are mated as well as married will never 
pass unremembered, even though the ob- 
servance be no more than a tender 
thought and dearer word than usual—a 
bunch of flowers for the plate, or a lit- 
tle gift of remembrance. The vulgarity 
of gift-soliciting upon such anniversar- 
ies—‘* benefit-nights for married beg- 
gars,” as they were aptly called,—is hap- 
pily less in vogue than formerly ; but as 
a holiday for. the heart and the home, 
observed by a day’s pleasuring, a spec- 
ial dinner, an evening’s entertainment, 
and a real reminiscence of the happy 
time when the two paths merged in one, 
the. wedding anniversary is more and 
more prized. 

Birth-days are another source of de- 
light in the family, yet how often are 
they ccldly or slightingly passed by! 
God’s gift of children,—why need we 
wait for empty cradles or vacant chairs 
to learn and exhibit our gratitude for 
it? Let the little ones surround a boun- 
teously laden table with friends of their 
own choosing; and with feasting and 


- fan—with gifts and indulgences, with 


sympathy and joyousness,—make them 
‘‘olad they came”?! First among our 
responsibilities to our children, is the 
responsibility for their being here. Let 
us meet that By giving them all the 
compensations of early happiness,—not 
knowing what the future may have in 
store for them. : 

Has the occasion and the touching 
significance of the prayer: “ Lord, keep 
my memory green”! ever occurred to 
you? Did not the master of ficticn 
put into his child’s thought the bitter 
reflection how soon the dead are forgot- 
ten? Why should we rejoicein a risen 
Lord, and celebrate his birth after al- 
most nineteen hundred years, and seal 
up the remembrance of a friend who 
has gone to the other country before us? 
“It is only the forgotten who are dead 
to us,” says George Eliot. It would 
make dying more tolerable to sensitive 
and loving natures, if they knew that 
once a year, at least, so long as the 
home shonld stand, the vacant chair | 


would be set at the table, and the va- 
cant place wreathed with flowers, and 
the day be filled with tender thoughts 
of one who is not dead, nor sleeping, 
but living immortally,—just out of 
sight. | 

The signal mercies of life, such as de- 
liverance from great peril, the exper- 
ience of any great happiness, or the re- 
ception of an uncommon blessing, may 
well contribute to our lasting good. 
Memory should be not the graveyard 
but the treasury of emotions. Public 
festivities have their place, but blessed 
is the life whose private calendar is rich 
in “ Red-Letter Days !”—[Golden Rule.

Sratistics kept by oculists employed 
in infirmaries for eye diseases have shown 
that the habits of some persons in fac- 
ing a window from which the light falls 
directly in the eye as well as on the 
work, injure their eyesinthe end. The 
best way to work is with a side light, or, 
if the work needs a strong illumination, 
so that it is necessary to have the work- 
ing table before the window, the lower 
portion of the latter should be covered 
with a screen so as to have a top light 
alone, which does not shine in the eyes 
while the head is slightly beut over and 
downward toward the work. In the 
schools in Germamry this matter has al- 
ready been attended to, and the rule 
adopted ig to have all the seats and ta- 
bles so arranged that the pupil never 
faces the windows, but only has the side 
light from the left; and as a light sim- 
ultaneously thrown from two sides gives 
an interference of shadows, it has been 
strictly forbidden to build schodl rooms 
with windows on both sides, such ilium- 
ination having also proved injurious to 
the eyes of the pupils. We may add to 
this advice not to place the lamp in 
front of you when at work in the eve- 
ning, but a little on one side, and never 
to neglect the useof a shade so as to 
prevent the strong light shining in the 
eyes. This is especially to be consider- 
ed at the present time, with kerosene 
lamps, with intensely luminous flames, 
becoming more and more common.

There is a Gospel Temperance move- 
ment going on in this city, under the 
auspices of those who‘understand the 
measures of such persons successful in 
temperance work at the East, as Francis 
Murphy.

Dnring the past year a Yale Club has 
been forming in this city which invites to 
membership all who have belonged at 
any time to any of the departments of 
Yale College, and who are now residing 
on these shores of the Pacific.

In connection with the failure. of 4

not believe it possible to settle the 
question, by any discussion at the pres- 
ent time, on a basis more firm and in- 
telligible than that on which it now 
rests. It has always seemed strange to 
us that any should overlook the fact, 
that wherever the hereafter of the pen- 
itent, and that of the impenitent, are 
contrasted in the scriptures, the terms 
that describe the duration of the one are 
the same as those which describe the 
duration of the other. So far, therefore, 
as language goes, we have to infer that 
if the evil condition of the wicked is 
limited, the blissful condition of the 
righteous is just as limited. 


Affairs have taken a turn in France 
gratifying to all the friends of Republi- 
canism, there and elsewhere. The lib- 
eral party has stood firm, and the Presi- 
dent has finally yielded to their claims, 
and has consented to have a Cabinet 
formed from ranks of the majority (the 
Republicans, that is) of the Chamber of 
Deputies. The Cabinet now headed by 
‘Dufaure may not be formed of the very 
best material, and may not prove a very 
enduring one; but it is much to have 
gained an acknowledgment that the 
Cabinet should be formed in the inter- 
est of the governing majority, as indi- 
cated by the results of the latest appeals 
to the suffrages of the people. It grat- 
ifies the older of us, who remember the 
revolution in France, in 1848, . to ob- 
serve the real progress of freedom in 
that beautiful land. The quality of Re- 
publicanism is capable of being improv- 
ed, and some of its features are singu- 
larly arbitrary, and its press laws do not 
accord with our sense of human liber- 
ty. These blemishes may, however, dis- 
appear in the course of years, and the 
land become free indeed. 


Since the fall of Plevna it has been 
manifest, that, whatever fighting Tur- 
key might still be able to do, that coun- 
try was in the power of Russia, and 
must soon sue for peace. It is now 
said that the Emperors of Russia, Ger- 
many and Austria are conspiring to di- 
vide up Turkey in Europe among them- 
selves. It is also said that Russia of- 
fers to make peace if nearly all of Tur- 
key in Europe is made self-governing 
and free from the Turkish domination ; 
if the Bosphorus and the Dardanelles 
are made free to the navigation of the 
world ; if the Turkish war fleet is given 
up as @ war indemnity ; and if the larg- 
er half of Armenia is ceded to Russia. 
To us it seems as if the last demand 
ought to be resisted—and it will prob- 
ably be resisted by England—and as if 
the demand for the giving up of the 
Turkish war fleet were severe and un- 
just. The other conditions are such as 
involve no special hardships to any of 
the parties,.aud likely to accrue to 
the general welfare of mankind. The 
war has been a very expensive one, and 
attended with many horrors and atroc- 
ities, over and above the necessary loss- 
es of life in battle, in hospital, and in 
dungeon. 


From a printed synopsis of the 
Thanksgiving sermon, preached in 
Wellington, Ohio, by the Rev. J. A. 
Daly, formerly of Stockton, Cal.) we se- 
lect the following paragraph. =“ Very 
early in the history of Christianity schol- 
ars sought too much to. fit it to the 
molds of pagan philosophy.

Christian Colleges ina th; State 
Universities | 


BY E. B. PAYNE. 
A recent article, ‘entitled “How to 
save the Colleges,” by Rev. Geo. F. 
Magoun, D.D., (see “The Congrega- 


tionalist”’ for Nov. 14th,) suggests inci- 


dentally a point which it is well just 
now to hear in mind. 

It would seem, according to Presi- 
dent Magoun, that the western State 
universities have been making ‘“en- 
croachments upon the (denominational) 
colleges.” Chief among these “encroach- 
ments”’ is mentioned a “new claim to 
the whole field of higher education,” 
and the assumption, “on the part of 
special champions” ot the universities” 
“that Christian institutions have no 
right to be, and the State institutions 
should absorb them, or close them up.” 
With Dr. Magoun’s. repugnance to this 
claim we most heartily sympathize ; and 
should the new doctrine ever be pushed 
to practical application, (which we very 


much doubt) it certainly behooves every 


Christian man and also every freeman 
to oppose it with all possible vigor. 

But we desire in this article to call 
attention to another point, which Presi- 
dent Magoun, perhaps unwittingly, 
makes prominent. 
it, is this. The western Christian col- 
leges are “‘young and weak.” More- 
over, he says that in respect even “to 
some of our oldest, strongest, and most 
useful Congregational (and. mixed) 
schools, it is not yet settled whether they 
can go on with a large annual deficit 
for current expenses from lack of en- 
dowments.” Again it is asked, “How 
a college can hold up the Christian 
policy in strength, to which once in half 
a dozen years two or three thousand 
dollars are given”; implying that the 
liberality of Christian donors has not 
been notable. Again it is affirmed that 
half a dozen western colleges need this 


instant, in order to make Christian edu- 


cation respectable, (before the secular 
education) “two hundred thousand dol- 
lars each.”’ Once more, it is implied 
that the colleges are engaged in the hope- 
less endeavor to provide a Christian edu- 
cation “without any of the means which 
others have in abundance.” 

Now who are these ‘‘others who have 
means in abundance?” They are State 
universities. “State institutions,” says 


President Magoun, ‘“‘never lack.” As. 


compared with the Christian colleges 
they receive “thirty or forty times as 
much yearly to add to their property, 
endowments, library, apparatus, etc. 
etc.” They are backed, “by money 
power, political power, and State organ- 
ization power.’’ 


In the light of these facts, admitted 
and emphasized in the article referred to, 
does it not sound strangely when we 
are told that “now and then—consider- 
ing the sufficiency and over-sufficiency 
of Christian colleges—some one has ob- 
served that the starting of State colleges 
was superfluous and unnecessary ?”’ 
How Christian colleges that are de- 
scribed as “weak,” as receiving at in- 
tervals of “half a dozen years two or 
three thousands of dollars” ; as “‘with- 
out any of the means which others have 
in abundance”; and so as being unable 
to “hold up the Christian policy in 
strength,” can be deemed in any sense 
‘sufficient’? to meet the educational 
wants of the western states, it is diffi- 
cult to see. , 

Moreover, in an editorial paragraph 
in the same number of ‘‘The Congrega- 
tionalist,” notice is taken of “a rising 
tendency against furnishing a college 
education at public expense.”’? This ten- 
dency is said to be especially observable 
in the public sentiment of New England. 
Dr. Magoun also quotes from a former 
editorial the statement that ‘“‘the ques- 
tion of the expediency of State univer- 


sities is already exciting great interest’. 


at the West.” We have hints of a 
similar opposition to State collegiate 
education in California, and may soon 
see a movement of this temper in full 
course. But, in the face of the facts 
given us by President Magoun, what 
does this mean? Does it mean that the 
states have provided so great facilities 
that our people are in danger of becom- 


ing over-educated ?' Does it mean that, | 


accordingly, we’ must take the higher 
education out of the public hand and-re- 
mand it to the care’ of institutions that 
are “weak,” illy endowed, without facil- 
ities, and in doubt whether they can sur- 
vive, because of annual deficits for cur- 
rent expenses? If this is what it means, 
let the sensible American, for human- 
ity’s sake, oppose . this — tend- 
ency 

Christian brethren, before you ask the 
state to surrender again to your hands 
the higher education, untoose your purse- 
strings ; endow your colleges with liber- 
ality ; provide the facilities demanded

THE “HOME MISSIONARY.’’ 


Tar Paciric is mentioned in the 
| Home Missionary for December, among 
those papers whose “editorial cheer” 
that periodical is “always glad to en- 
joy.” Now, I am authorized here to 
say, that in Tue Pacrric, this “editorial 
cheer” is abundant and warm enough 
to reach clear to the Bible House in 
New York. And if it.is a little behind 
hand in expression, it must be because it 
was so unreserved as to forget that it 
needed expression. As to details in ad- 
ministration in the Home Missionary 
Society, we are here too far off from the 
center of things to be able to judge; 
but in its great work our whole hearts 
are enlisted. -And for one, I have yet 
to hear in our circle of ministerial and 
Christian workers on this coast, male 
or female, the first criticism of its meth- 
ods or doings, or of any lack of confi- 
dence whatever in it. One fact just an- 
nounced is noticed with regret. It is

“When we think of almost a thousand 
missionaries, stationed so many of them 
along our immense frontier, making be- 
ginnings in difficult places, where they 
need frequent and careful advice ; and 
remember how much studied corres- 
pondence from the Sécretaries this in- 
volves—it seems to be no good omen 
for the work to have one man retire, 
devolving the work on two! A work, 
be it remembered, that cannot be done 
by clerks. | | 

Twenty or twenty-five years ago, 
when the first attempts were making 
to establish the institutions of the Gos- 
pel in California; when settlements 
were uncertain, the population shifting, 
prices very high, with everything to be 
done from the very beginning—we 
could have accomplished nothing with- 
out a very full and detailed correspond- 
ence from New York. Our mail steam- 
ship came at first, once a month; and 
every time it brought a letter from Dr. 
Badger, or Dr. Hall, or Dr. Coe—one 
fall sheet always, and often more. 
These letters entered into things with 
surprising carefulness and particularity. 
Every one must have been a study for 
the writer. The work was the main 
thing, always—the success of the work ; 
but next was the economy of it, that 
every cent expended should tell. Ard 
then, there was a thoughtful remem- 
brance of the missionaries and their 
wives, their needs, their protection 
from exposure as far as possible, so that 
their lives could avail most in this min- 
istry. Every homeward-bound steam- 
ship carried from us letters of request 
and query touching circumstances ever 
new; and they never could have 
been auswered, as they were, without 
patient consultation andgreflection. But 
everything here depended on the re- 
ceipt of such answers, at the right 
time. Such answers never failed us— 
and now I remember that such corres. 
pondence is just as needful to the mis- 
sionaries in Montana, Idaho, Nebraska, 
Utah, and all the new fields, as it was 
to us twenty-five years ago. Can two 
men write five thousand such studied 
letters in a year, besides being editors, 
collecting agents and treasurers—gath- 
ering and paying out three or four hun- 
dred thousand dollars a year ? 

‘One point in the report of the com- 
mittee on the Secretaries’ statement at 
the Detroit meeting seems to outrank 
all others in importance and in justice. 
It is expressed in these words: “In the 
name of Christian equity, the interior 
states should hasten to self-support, or, 
at least, to a giving which shall be far 
in advance of the present.” We would 
echo back that sentiment from our far 
western field, with emphasis. We see 
the giving ability of New England, in 
some places diminishing. We see, in the 
influx of a foreign population into New 
England, the reason why that noble old 
land is becoming again, in many parts 
Home Missionary ground. Providence 
seems to be devolving the giving power, 
and the giving duty upon the great, 
thriving interior. And with a giving 
habit equally developed with that of 
New England, the interior could make 
easy work for the missionary societies, 
and itself be only the better fur it.

And in a few years, if the work out- 


| grows them, the Pacific States will be 


ready to fall in, and give beyond what 
they will need to receive. Oregon will 
be rich; and Washington Territory will 
be a State, and be rich; and California 
—well, we mean to as our part! We 
are young yet, and we get population 
but slowly. ~ Our church-membership is 
not quite four thousand; and no mil- 
lionaires are to be found among them. 
And yet our Superintendent Warren 
mentions the pro rata per member, of 
our giving, as compared with that of 
New York or New England, with com- 
plaisance! We don’t mean that it shall 
grow less, as California grows older and 
richer.. Our churches are almost all out 
of debt now. And if one of our oldest 
and ablest churches, for example, 
could give, as she did, more than two 
thousand six hundred dollars a year for 
missionary objects, when she owed 
seventy-five thousand dollars, what may 
she not be expected to give now that 
she owes nothing ? 

‘Let the great Interior lead in the 
work now, and she will find herself 
more and more sustained by the new 
and growing Pacific States on the one 
hand, and by the redeemed and re- 
newed and reconsecrated giving power 
of New England on the other. 

Since the above was written concern- 
ing the Home Missionary Secretary 
service, news comesthat Rev. Dr. A. H. 
Clapp, who resigned, has been elected 
to the office of Treasurer, the action so 
retaining him in the work of theSociety ; 
but ina way, it would seem, to dimin-

THEoLoGy IN ScorLanDd UNIVERSITIES 
A movement has begun in Glasgow 
and Edinburg to break the connection 
of the Established -Church with the 
Universities. At the present there is 
in each of our national colleges a Fac- 
ulty of Theology, and that Faculty 
is not open to all competent men, 
like those of Medicine and Law, but 
only to such teachers as are in commun- 
ication with the State Church. This 
state of matters some regard as anom- 
alous, and motions have been made in 
two of the University Councils (which 
include all Graduates) to petition for 
the abolition of all tests. 
Innes led in the one case, and Professor 
Caird (brother of the Principal) in the 
other. The motions ware defeated by 
large majorities, but they will be renew- 
ed, and the final issue will probably be 
the expulsion of the Faculty of Theol- 
ogy from every University in Scotland. 
For only a very broad set of men will 
consent to the supporting of Divine 
Professorships at large—that is, ‘of men 
who shall be allowed to treat theology 
as a science, and to teach anything 
that appears to be satisfactory to their 
owl minds. 

Tnrotocy 1N UNIVERSI- 
new law of Holland has 
made an ingenious and rather sophisti- 
cal distinction between neutral scienti- 
fic theology and church theology, pro- 
perly so called. For the first the State 
appoints professors in the different Uni- 
versities; for the latter it leaves the 
nomination to the Chureh. The History 
and Philosophy of Religion for instance, 
Exegesis, Hermeneutica and other simi- 
lar branches, belonging to the domains of 
State theology, whilst dogmatics and 
practical theology are left to the care of 
the Church. These ingenious distinc- 
tions, however, while they may be de 
fended theoretically, and in abstraction, 
in reality will prove untrue and false. 
Can dogmaticle views be severed from 
a History of Religion, from the exeget- 
ical exposition of Bible truth, and 
from a Historia Dogmatum? Or is it 
indifferent to the Church in what spirit 
those branches of theological science 
are treated ? According to the Chris- 
tian view, there can be no neutral the- 
ology whatever. The fact is that no- 
body, least of all the Government it- 
self, can believe in such abstract neu- 
trality, and that it takes care, in order 
to avoid scandal and show respect for 
old customs, to give every one his way, 
appoint in Utrecht orthodox professors, 
in Leyden radical or modern theologians, 
in Groningen men of a somewhat medi- 


ating spirit. 


LooxkING For A Brste.—Having occa- 
sion to purchase a Bible, I went, in Gen- 
eva, to the Depository adyertised in the 
newspapers as baving Bibles in many 
languages, French, English, German, 


Italian, &c., for sale. The Depository’ 


is at No. 4 Place Bel Air. I went there 
and asked for an English Bible suitable 
for a present. There was not an Eng- 
lish Bible in the Depository. They had 
Latin and Dutch and Magyar and He- 
brew Bibles, but no English ! The whole 
assortment, in all tongues, was on a sin- 
ale shelf some three feet long, while the 
store itself was full of other wares, not 
books. I then asked if it were possible 
to buy an English Bible in Geneva. The 
man went into another room, and 
returned with the answer that I could 
procure one of Madame Lafou, Rue 


Bonivard. But be did not know her 


number. I then went to one bookstore 
after another, hunting in vain for a 
Bible in English. At last I was direct- 
ed to the Maison Monrce, 32 Grand- 
Quai, and there I found an English wo- 
man, with a store full of English Bibles 
in great variety. As this is also a shop 
in which they deal in Scotch, Irish, 
and Bourbon whiskey, it is queer that 


it should bethe only place in Geneva 
where I could find English Bibles for 


sale ! 
Mr. Hammond's Meetings in Yonk- 
ers, N. 


The union services in this city, con- 
ducted by Rev. E. P. Hammond, have 
now been continued for over five weeks. 
Yonkers is a suburb of New York City. 
Wealthy merchants, who are busy all 
day in the great metropolis, come up 
here at night to sleep. This is consid- 
ered in many respects the most beauti- 
ful city on the banks of the Hudson ; 
but such cities do not always yield most 


- readily to evangelistic work. Yet, by 


persevering effort this city has been 
roused as never before. Every evening 
at 7 o’clock, crowds have gathered in 


Mr. Taylor 


the square where Mr. Hammond and 
others have preached to them. Some 
of the most notorious sinners in town 
have been awakened and brought to 
Christ. One of these characters, in 
giving his experience, stated that, though 
he was but-21 years old, he had been ar- 
rested twenty-two times. Over 400 
have been carefully examin2d, and have 
signed the covenant which Mr. Ham- 
mond ased in California. Many cf them, 
it is true, are young, but should we not 
the rather rejoice that their whole lives 
will now be given to service of the 
Lord. . 

During the progress of the work here, 
Mr. Hammond and a number of the 
ministers, accompanied by a band of 
earnest Christian workers, held a num- 
ber of meetings in the N. Y. Juvenile 
Asylum. God’s Spirit there, in connec- 
tion with these meetings, was marvel- 
ous. Nearly every one in the audience 
was melted to tears at the first meet- 
ing. About 550 of the inmates of that 
institution profess to have been con- 
verted. Great care was taken not to 
encourage a false hope. Mr. Carpen- 
ter, who is at the head of the institu- 
tion, was encouraged to invite Mr. Ham- 
mond to hold meetings there by the 
fact that, years ago, when he was at 
the head of the House of Refuge, at 
Rochester, about 150 of the boys who 
professed conversion at that time under 
Mr. Hammond’s preaching, remained 
steadfast.

The going 
up and down stairs, the vibrating be- 
tween the kitchen, dining-room, cellar 
and other parts of the house, wear out 
the strength quite as much as all other 
tasks combined. Hence such concen- 
tration of resources as will give the 
housekeeper the advantage of position, 
and the easy command of every point 
to be covered, is of the utmost import- 
ance. If she can find in her laundry 
everything necessary for washing and 
ironing, the task is comparatively easy. 
If she can find in her pantry everything 
requisite for compounding bread, cake, 
pastry, and have no occasion to run here 
and there to get things together and put 


them away again, her task will seem 
If in her sewing-room she can 


light. 
put her hand on everything requir- 
ed by the seamstress, without the 
trouble of hunting up linens, thread, 
buttons, braid, that task will be robbed 
of half its weariness. But compara- 
tively few houses have been planned 
with reference to this saving of steps. 
The majority of families are obliged to 
economize space, and cannot afford the 
luxury of a place—or room—for every- 
thing. Yet, even with this disadvan- 
tage, the thoughtful housewife can save 
herself many steps. If she must go 


down cellar for anything, let her pause 


a moment before starting, and see if 
there is not something to be carried 


down, or if there is any other errand 


there that may be attended to other than 
the special one she goes on.’ If she has 
occasion to go up stairs, let her consider 
how much there is to be done she can 
accomplish with once going there, and 
so of everything else. A great deal can 
be done by planning work to make it 
easy. She who has arranged in her 
mind a little programme of her work, 
and goes at it systematically, will ac- 
complish with half the fatigue what, 
taken at random, might be entirely be- 
yond her strength.
